Selecting Seed Potatoes. 

A good deal has been said about 
getting proper potato seed, as well 
as seed of other field plants, says an 
exchange. Most growers are gener- 
illy well up-to-date on the growing 
oi grains and breeding of stock. 
There is more than one phase in the 
groving of seed potatoes ii 
Nort'i, and if the average potato 
growe- would only take a little 
trouble in selecting his seed from 
n grown stock, instead of let- 
ting it fin out by a careless or a 
haphazard way he never would be 
obliged to pay outrageous prices for 
seed potatoes. 
A potato is different from an eai 
' corn or an onion, as the individu 
is not the whole family as far as 
the seed proportion goes, but an in- 
dividual potato is only one out of a 
?tting and when it is the only de- 
sirable one in the hill you can rest 
assured it is a full brother to all the 
little ones in the same hill. The 
idea is to see the entire setting in 
hill of potatoes. If there are six to 
ten good sized ones and the 
of them fair size they are tl 
for seed, and by following up this 
proposition of selecting by family ii 
stead of individuals every year 
growers will never be in want of 
good seed of their own growing. Thi 
same principle applies to tomatoes 
or any other similar plant that 
grows a family of fruit perennially.

CONDEMNED 

Jeffersontown and Middletown 
Schools Unsanitary. 



County Board of Health Orders That 1 
BaildiBgs in their Present Condition 
Must Not Be Used. 

J 



The members of the Jefferson 
County Board of Health have been 
busily engaged for some tin 
g that all public institutions, 
hool buildings, etc., in the c 
ere in the proper sanitary 
ditions which is in compliance with 
the law governing such matters. At 
recent meeting of the Board, the 
embers, after listening to the re- 
port of the unsanitary condition as 
found by the health officers of the 
county of the Jeffersontown and Mid- 
dletown school building, ordered 
that these two buildings be con- 
demned on account of their over- 
Towded and unsanitary condition 
for housing of school children. The 
tary, Dr. B. W. Smock, was in- 
structed to notify in writing the 
chairmen of the Division Board of 
these schools, together w 
County Board of Education, of this 
action. 

In keeping with the law, which 
quires that a notice in writing shall 
be given and a time limit fixed to 
abate or correct the conditions com- 
plained of, the board further order- 
ed that on and after June 1, 1911. 
these buildings, as they are now, 
shall not be used for school purposes 
until such improvements shall be 
made as will meet with the approval 
of the County Board of Health. 
Failure to comply with the orders 
will subject the County Board of 
n to the pain and penal ty of 

the law. 

The school buildings referred to 
above are a disgrace to communities 
like Jeffersontown and Middletown. 
You will find in these towns refined 
and cultured citizens, but instead of 
working for an improvement in 
their home schools, many of them 
send their children to the city 
schools, withdrawing their patron- 
age and influence. It is time some- 
thing was being done— in fact, it 

1! have to be done. When the re- 
port is spread broadcast over the 
country that Middletown and Jeffer- 
sontown schools are condemned on 
account of unsanitary conditions, it 
will hurt these communities and give 



them a set-back that it will take 
years to overcome. These two towns 
are healthy and the citizenship is 
composed of as good people as you 
will find anywhere, but the schc :ls 
have been sadly neglected. The 
people are now thoroughly aroused, 
however, and it is believed that not 
only Mideletown and Jeffersontown 
ill build good school buildings, but 
that modern district schools will soon 
be built all over Jefferson county.

One of the most interesting meet- 
ings of farmers ever held in Jeffer- 
sontown took place at Bruce Hall 
last Monday evening under the 
auspices of the local union of the 
American Society ot Equity. Col. 
Bennett H. Young and Mr. F 
Cunningham were the speakers of 
the evening aud both gave much 
valuable information to the large 
crowd of farmers in attendance. 

Both gentlemen are interested 
horticulture and dwelt upon the sub- 
ject of fruits, etc. They advocated 
scientific methods of raising fruits 
and the organizing of farmers for 
their own protection in marketing 
other products. They gave many 
remedies for combating the pests 
that yearly destroy fruits and their 
experiences in eradicating them. 
They said that Kentucky fruit has a 
better flavor than that of other 
states, but that our growers need to 
be educated upon the way of caring 
for the trees. This may be done, 
they said, by getting the farmers to- 
gether where they could give their 
experiences. 



BACK TO THE FARM. 

Secretary Wilson Seeks The Cause of Exodus 
to The Cities. 



Secretaay Wilson of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, is trying to 
learn why the young people leavethe 
farm and has sent a list of questions 
to the township correspondents, says 
the Toledo Blade. 

There are many theories to ac- 
count for the desertion of the land, 
: of them rather strange, as 
mark: Because machinery has made 
farm work monotonous and taken 
away the zest and rivalry of skill and 
strength; because railroads have 
made the traveling easy : because the 
human mind finds life more endura- 
ble under the discipline and routine 
of the town than upon the farm, 
where initiative and resourcefulness 
must constantly be exercised. In- 
deed, there has been a production of 
theories comparing quite respectably 
with the corn and wheat crops. Any- 
one with a fountain pen is entitled 
to manufacture ideas along this line, 
and there is no difficulty whatever in 



getting them published. Secretary 
Wilson is going out after his facts 
before he draws his conclusions, 
though the questions we cite indicate 
that he has some glimpse, some un- 
derstanding of at least an important- 
cause. The lack of social life ap 
pears a more practical reason for 
the desertion than hard work and un- 
satisfactory incomes. For there is 
hard work in the cities, terrible work 
for some in every city, and the ques- 
tion of income is a daily worry and 
problem to thousands of urban house- 
holds. 

When the secretary has gathered 
his data and published his findings it 
might be well for him to attack a 
new puzzle — why do notcountry-train- 
ed-and-bred folk in the cities go back 
to the country? It is known that the 
larger percentage of them become 
unhappy, dissatisfied, do more poorly 
in the towns than they would have 
done upon the soil. The success of 
country boys in the cities has broken 
into literature— principally juvenile 
literature— until it has almost been 
taken for granted that country breed- 
ing is a talisman which opens all 
doors and assures fortune and renown. 

another instances where the ex- 
ception comes forth so boldly that it 
appears the rule. Rich men and men 
in public life attract nearly all the 
notice in America, but they are only 
few against thousands who are poor 
and obscure. 

If the secretary can reach the 
people from the country it would be 
interesting, if not of immense im- 
portance, to learn if it is pride 
which keeps them in town when they 
long for the country, if it is mere 
force of routine, if it is caution, the 
fear to take chances as to livelihood, 
if it is hopelessness, if broken health 
or tyrannous habits. To keep the 
young people upon the farm really 
should be no more a thing desired 
than getting the young peo pie back

Onion Sets. 

From the time of harvest there 
has been a mistaken impression here 
and everywhere in regard to the 
amountof onion setsraised here. The 
general impression is now and has 
been that Kentucky raised an ex- 
tremely large crop of onion sets. 
This is not true. We made a very 
careful canvas of all the onion sets 
raised here right after the harvest. 
This is the only time this has ever 
been done here, and the canvas show- 
ed that we had much less sets than 
r of us believed. Since that tii 
the crop has been hauled in by 
the grower it has proven to be the 
:ach and every instance that 
the estimate made by us was entire- 
ly too large and that there are not 
lany sets here as even our can- 
vas showed. Every grower that has 
hauled his crop of onion sets has 
shown that we had him down on our 
list for too many sets; in some cases 
many astwice asmuch as he really 
had. So it is now plain to every one 
ell uosted on the situation here that 
e have less onion sets than we had 
tst year. It has always been known 
nt we had a very short crop of 
hites, not half a normal crop. 
With the very largely increased de- 
land for onion sets, caused by the 
low prices, it is our firm belief that 
will all the onion sets be 
used but at the finish there will not 
enough sets to go around. You 
please remember that onion sets 
could advance 100 per cent and still 
be only a fair normul price. The 
above situation is given just as it ap- 
pears to us.
